Immediately after their 
young Mr. and Mrs. Siddons began act- 
ing at Cheltenham and attracted the 
favorable criticism of the aristocratic 
families of the neighborhood. In some 
ways this patronage, friendly and en- 


couraging though it was,, proved of 


doubtful advantage to the débutante, 
for it induced Garrick to invite her to 
act at Drury Lane, @vhere her imma- 
turity caused inevitable failure and 
mortification. Ill dressed, frightened, 
frequently inaudible, her Portia drew 
down such unfavorable comment upon 
the management that she was curtly 
and unexpectedly dismissed. 


But the hereditary tendencies of four 


generations of actors were not to be 
downed by this sudden blight. With her 
husband and two children Mrs. Siddons 
now returned to the provinces, where 
for six years she played, chiefly at 
York and Bath. This period of disci- 
plinary training, oftentimes necessi- 
tating disagreeable or subordinate 
parts and daily exhaustive journeys, 
caused her, nevertheless, constantly to 
rally her forces and make every effort 
tell in reaching that higher plane upon 
which she eventually stood as an un- 
surpassed actress. 

In 1782. Mre. Siddons received from 
the new management of Drury Lane an 
offer of a three years’ engagement. For 
the sake of her three children she 
agreed to reappear upon the stage 
from which she had been so summarily 
dismissed. With many misgivings lest 
her voice might not prove strong 
enough to efface the impressions of her 
former failure, she dragged through 
a memorable fortnight of nervous re- 
hearsals, and finally appeared with her 
beautiful eight-year-old boy in South- 
erne’s tragedy of “Isabella.” Her suc- 
cess was instantaneous and indisput- 
able. only second to Garrick'’s tncom- 
parable first night. Garrick had re-

In 1812 she took her leave of the public 
in her great character of lady Mac- 
beth, and reappeared on tae stage only 
in benefit performances. She occasion- 
ally varied the irksome vacuity of the 
remaining twenty years of her life by 
readings in public or before the royal 
family, chiefly from Milton or Shake- 
speare. Some have asserted that the 
Bible, Shakespeare and Milton were the 
only books which she thoroughly com- 
prehended, and these she knew by 
heart. Although her intellectuality lay 
strictly along these lines, she doubtless 
enjoyed a more varied reading in addi. 
tion to this exceptionally strong foun- 
dation. In 1822 she published a hook 


called “The Story of Our First 
Selected from Milton's ‘Paradise Lost,’ 


for the Use of Young Persons.’ Her 


poetical compositions were never fully 
published. 


The latter part of her life was sad- 


dened by the loss of husband, children 
and friends; twenty-six of her friends 
dying tn six years left her restless and 
desolate.
